Lincoln, Jan. 11.—In the habeas corpus 


proceedings in Judge taooy's chambers 
In Havana, Saturday, Ben Huston, tho 
Latham klllor, was temporarily sot free, 
belng Immediately, roarrostcd on a state's 
warrant by Sheriff heyfer, and was re- 
turned to jull In this eity, where ho will 
bo given a preliminary hearing Wednes- 
day. This wai tho object that the de- 
fense bad boon contending for from tho 
outset. Judge hacoy, in commenting up 
on tho coroner's mittimus, under which 
Huston was placed In limbo, remarked 
that.nnder the erratic verdict rendered by 
the coroner's jury at Latham, of which 
NIo P. Gasaway, the chairman of tho 
county noarrt of supervisors,was foreman, 
the coroner had no business holding tho 
defendant, and tnut tho subsequent pro- 
ceedings woro clearly Illegal.

Key West, Flu., Jon. 11.—XOWH was 


ocelvod Saturday from tho PInar del Bio 
country to tho effect that tho "Lone 
Star" company of Texas rangers In the 
Cuban army had again distinguished 
ilieniKelvos. 


From tho reports it appears that (hay 


defated a much larger force than them- 
selves, capturing tho Spanish captain and 
taking the provision train that the Span- 
ish detachment was guarding. It took 
place one day last week, probably on 
Friday, judging by the date of the letter 
received, near Palaclo, south of San 
Cbristobal. 


A detachment of 
!IOO Spanish cavalry 


was escorting a train load of provisions 
along this route. When near that place 
they were halted by a sudden and fierce 
flre from the hillside by which they were 
passing. It was too steep to charge up 
and the Spaniards replied as best they 
could, taking shelter on tho opposite of 
tho road. Hardly had they done this 
when a cross flre was opened on them 
from that side In their rear, the Texans, 
who, by the way, only numbered 100 
men, ambushing both sides of tho road. 
The Spaniards then retreated down the 
road, hoping to draw tho Cubans out. 


The Texons seeing them fly come out 


from one side despite their oflioors'^efforts 
to restrain them, with reckless courage, 
and with shouts of ' Cuba Libre" dashed 
after them. Getting them well out of 
their shelter, tho Spaniards turned and 
poured In n hot flre and then charged. 
Tho "LoiiB Star" boys mot them and the 
shook was terrible.

the question is now being discussed 
whether n hot or cold climate bus the 
greatest eiV'ect, on national character 
it. hii'-i been widely believed that u se 
vere climalo produces the greatest ef- 
fect, because it compels effort and self- 
denial, mid thus promotes energy and 
imeiilHi'iicss, says the New York Join 
mil. 


It would also seem that the influence 


of climate upon the national character 
has been greatly exaggerated. As- 
syria, Babjlonia, Kgypt, and Carthage, 
situated in hot latitudes, were among 
the iiMi.-it masterful nations of antiq- 
uity. Mohammed arid his conquering 
legions issued from the burning wilder- 
ness of Arabia, and al. a lulcr period bis 
successors were uble to beat back the 
repeated at lacks of the combined cru- 
sading natitius from tho north. 


The greatness of a nalion d«|>cnds 


mainly upon intellectual 
and 
moral 


qualities, and these have often 
been 


conspicuously developed among the in- 
habitants of hot climates. It, is im- 
portant, too, to remember that, the 
same nation, occupying Uie same re- 
gion, may 1«" great and powerful in one 
age and weak and contemptible in an 
other. The difference between the an 
cicut Greeks, Romans and Saracens, 01 
the one hand, and their modern de- 
scendants on the other, cannot have 
been due to climate.
